(There are a number of early Turbevilles whose origins can 
not be identified. 


For example, a James Turbeville ordered a plat of 50 acres

William preached, north east side of Pee Dee River, Craven 
Co., SC, 7 Mar. 1754, surveyed 25 May 1752 by James 
Thompson, D.S. and George Hunter and bounded on all sides 
by vacant land. James may have been a son of William, Sr., 
unless he was himself an immigrant. He is unlikely to be 
another James Turbeville, son of Walter of Halifax. That 
James and his brother Isaac came much later to SC. No 
further record of this James, so he may have died young or 
moved elsewhere. See “Grants Books", Vol.5, page 371. ] 


(Absalom Turbeville, killed in May 1782 in the Revolu- 
tionary War, married Lucy (White?). and left descendants in 
Marion Dist., SC. His widow Mrs. Lucy Windham (remarried) 
filed a claim for Absalom’s military service indent, 1802. 
L. Andrea said that Absalom was likely a son of Charles who 
was son of John, Richard’s eldest son. But Charles’ 
children are accounted for in his father John’s will. Also, 
from the circumstance that Jesse Turbeville of Cheraw and 
Knox named a son Absalom, I would place Absalom (who is not 
named in John’s will) as a son of William. Sr., making this 
Absalom an uncle of Jesse. ] 


{Stephen Turbervill is first of record over 45 years of age 
in 1800 Census Liberty [Marion] Co., SC. Had wife age 
26-44, son age O-5, daughter age 6-9, and daughter age 0-5. 
William, Sr., is only possible father, unless Stephen was 
himself an immigrant. There was also a younger Stephen in 
the next generation: probably son of George or Solomon and 
grandson of Charles. ]

ROBERT H. MACKINTOSH, ONE OF THE ARCHIVISTS IN THE SC 
ARCHIVES REFERENCE ROOM, TOLD ME THAT A LOCAL JUDGE IN 
CHARLESTON BURNED OR OTHERWISE DESTROYED THE ORIGINAL 
EARLY WILLS THERE. HE SAID THE JUDGE WAS CRAZY. WHATEVER. 
THE ORIGINAL WILLS ARE GONE AND ONLY THE RECORDED COPIES 
REMAIN, SO I ORDERED A COPY OF THE RECORD FROM THE 
ARCHIVES. AM ENCLOSING A TYPED TRANSCRIPT AS WELL. THAT 
CAME FROM R. PAUL TURBERVILLE’S FILES. YOU MAY HAVE OB- 
TAINED THIS MATERIAL SINCE 1992 WHEN YOUR QUERY WAS PUB- 
LISHED. 


THE WILL WAS DATED 23 JULY 1763, AND PROVED 3 AUGUST 1763. 
SO JOHN "IT" (HIS MARK) TURBEVIL DIED SOMETIME BETWEEN 
THOSE DATES. HIS CHILDREN WERE ALL GROWN AND MARRIED BY 
THEN, YET JOHN DOES NOT SPECIFY THE SURNAMES OF THE DAUGH-~ 
TERS JUDITH AND JEMIMA. ONLY LUCY SWEAT. HE NAMES HIS 
GRANDSONS GEORGE AND SOLOMON TURBEVIL, MORRIS AND MATTHEW 
MURPHEY, AND NATHAN SWEAT. ALSO NAMES HIS OWN WIFE 
ELIZABETH AND THEIR SON-IN-LAW WILLIAM SWEAT. 


(1) LUCIA TROUBLEFIELD, WHO MARRIED MOSES MURPHEY IN 1743, 
WAS APPARENTLY THE SAME AS JOHN’S DAUGHTER "LUCY SWEAT” AND 
WAS THE MOTHER OF THE GRANDSONS MORRIS & MATTHEW MURPHEY 
AND NATHAN SWEAT (BY A SECOND MARRIAGE TO WILLIAM SWEAT}. 


(2) CHARLES TROUBLEFIELD, WHO LATER FOUGHT IN THE 
REVOLUTIONARY WAR, WAS ALREADY MARRIED BY i763 AND HAD TWO 
MINOR SONS IN 1763: GEORGE AND SOLOMON. 


QUESTIONS THE WILL DOES NOT ANSWER: 


(3) WAS SARAH TROUBLEFIELD, WHO MARRIED CHARLES DEWIT IN 
1743, ANOTHER DAUGHTER WHO DIED EARLIER? SHE IS NOT NAMED 
IN WILL. 


(4) DID JOHN’S DAUGHTER JUDITH MARRY? THERE IS ONLY A VAGUE 
POSSIBILITY THAT SHE WAS THE JANE TROUBLEFIELD, WHO MARRIED 
JOHN KEATLY IN 1747. JOHN TURBEVIL TURNED OVER A LAND GRANT 
TO JOHN KEATLY LATER. 


(5) JOHN DOES NOT MENTION ANY BROTHERS OR SISTERS IN THE 
WILL. SO WE HAVE NO CLUES IN THE WILL TO HIS RELATIONSHIP 
TO WILLIAM TURBEVILLE OR ANY OF THE OTHER TURBEVILLES IN 
THE PRINCE FREDERICK RECORDS. 


(6) JOHN’S WIFE IN 1763 WAS NAMED ELIZABETH. THIS EVIDENCE 
LEADS US BACK TO HENRICO COUNTY. VA, RECORDS IN WHICH A 
JOHN TURBEVILLE’S WIFE ELIZABETH JOHNS IS MENTIONED AS AN 
HEIR UNDER THE 1719 WILL OF EDWARD JOHNS OF THAT COUNTY. 
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(7) CHARLES TROUBLEFIELD MARRIED A SUSANNAH SANDERS IN 1744 
IN PRINCE FRED. PARISH. WE CAN TRY TO GUESSTIMATE THE AGE 
OF THE BRIDE AND GROOM. CHARLES WOULD HAVE SURELY BEEN AT 
LEAST ABOUT 21 YEARS OLD AND SUSANNAH AT LEAST ABOUT 16. 
THEN CHARLES WOULD HAVE BEEN BORN BY 1723 AT THE LATEST AND 
SUSANNAH BY 1728. SUSANNAH COULD HAVE BEEN THE INFANT OF 
THAT NAME WHOSE BAPTISM WAS GIVEN IN THE RECORDS AS 1729. 
OR NOT. 


(8) CHARLES WOULD HAVE BEEN AT LEAST 50+ BY 1776. RATHER 
OLD FOR SOLDIERING, I THINK, ESPECIALLY SINCE THE WAR 
CONTINUED UNTIL 1783. CHARLES TROUBLEFIELD, ALIAS TURBER- 
FIELD, A PRIVATE IN 2ND CONTINENTAL BATTALION, SC, WAS 
COURTMARTIALLED FOR DESERTION BY HIS COMMANDING OFFICER LT. 
COL. FRANCIS MARION AT CHARLES TOWN IN SEPT. 1778. CHARLES 
WAS SENTENCED TO 99 LASHES ON THE BARE BACK WITH A CAT 0’ 
NINE TAILS. 


(9) THERE ARE AT LEAST TWO OTHER BRIDES NAMED SUSANNAH 
SA(U)NDERS LISTED IN THE SAME PARISH IN THE 1740’S. WAS 
EACH A DIFFERENT INDIVIDUAL? ONE IS CALLED A WIDOW AND 
THE SPELLING OF THE SURNAME VARIES AS "SAUNDERS" WITH A 
al . 


(10) CHARLES’S AND SUSANNAH’S CHILDREN, (IF CHARLES MAR- 
RIED ONLY ONCE), WOULD HAVE BEEN BORN BETWEEN 1745 AND 
1763. LAND SURVEYS, PLATS, AND GRANTS INDICATE THAT CHARLES 
MAY HAVE HAD AT LEAST FOUR CHILDREN. CHARLES TUBBLEFIELD 
HAD A 7 FEB 1756 LAND SURVEY OR PLAT MADE FOR 300 ACRES# 

IN CRAVEN CO., SC. A ROYAL LAND GRANT FOLLOWED FOR CHARLES 
TUBBLEFIELDS IN 1758 FOR THAT SAME 300 ACRES. (THAT WAS THE 
PROCEDURE FOR LAND GRANTS. A SURVEY WAS COMMISSIONED, A 
PLAT DRAWN UP, AND IF CERTAIN CONDITIONS WERE MET, A LAND 
GRANT WAS ISSUED. *UNDER THE PRE-REVOLUTIONARY HEADRIGHT 
GRANT SYSTEM, 50 ACRES WERE ACCORDED EACH ADULT MALE AND SO 
ACRES FOR EACH DEPENDENT.) *HERE, CHARLES AND FIVE 
DEPENDENTS. NO OTHER CHILDREN FOR CHARLES ARE MENTIONED IN 
JOHN’S 1763 WILL, BUT THAT ONLY MEANS THAT THEY DID NOT 
RECEIVE A SEPARATE LEGACY, NOT THAT THEY MIGHT NOT EXIST. 


(10A) THERE WAS AN ABSALOM TURBEVILLE, WHO DIED IN REVOLU- 
TIONARY SERVICE IN MAY 1782, AS APPEARS IN A PETITION FILED 
BY HIS REMARRIED WIDOW LUCY WINDHAM IN 1802. THE WIDOW SENT 
IN A CLAIM FOR AN INDENT TO CHARLESTON, BUT NEVER RECEIVED 
ANY REPLY AND SHE WAS EVENTUALLY PAID BY A SPECIAL LEGISLA~ 
TIVE ACT BY SC. ABSALOM MAY HAVE BEEN ANOTHER SON OF 
CHARLES. 


(11) SOLOMON TROUBLEFIELD WAS BAPTIZED (PR.FRED.PAR.) IN 
1751. IF SOLOMON WAS BORN IN 1751, THEN GEORGE WOULD HAVE 
BEEN BORN BEFORE THAT YEAR, BECAUSE HIS LEGACY UNDER JOHN’S 
WILL SEEMS TO IMPLY THAT GEORGE WAS THE ELDER OF JOHN’S 
GRANDSONS. GEORGE GETS THE SLAVE, BUT SLAVE’S FIRST CHILD 
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TO GO TO SOLOMON. 


(12) GEORGE TROUBLEFIELD ALSO SERVED IN THE REVOLUTIONARY 
WAR. GEORGE TURBEVILLE, A CORPORAL OR "MATROSS" IN CAPT. 
HARMAN DAVIS’ CO. OF THE SC CONTINENTAL REGIMENT OF 
ARTILLERY COMMANDED BY BARNARD BEEKMAN, ESQ., APPEARS ON 
COMPANY PAY ROLL FOR NOV. 1. 1779 TO JAN. 1, 1780. (SEE 
REVOLUTIONARY RECORDS, U.S. ARCHIVES (N.A.246; N.A.853). 


(13) GEORGE TROUBLEFIELD RECEIVED A SC STATE LAND GRANT OF 
160 ACRES RECORDED AT CHARLESTOWN ON 2 JUL. 1792. (SEE 
"INDEX TO STATE GRANTS 1784-1821", VOL. 66, PAGE 295.) 
GEORGE APPEARS IN 1790 FEDERAL CENSUS FOR GEORGETOWN DIST., 
SC. 


(14) A SOLOMON TURBEVILLE HAD RECEIVED A LAND GRANT ON 
CATFISH CREEK, GEORGETOWN DISTRICT, SC, BEFORE 1800 

WHEN A ROBERT ELLIOTT COCHRAN, RECORDED A PLAT FOR AN 
ADJACENT 500 ACRES THERE. THIS MAY OR MAY NOT BE THE SAME 
SOLOMON, SON OF CHARLES. MAY BE A LATER SOLOMON WHOSE 
DESCENDANTS LIVED ON THAT CREEK IN MARION COUNTY, SC, FOR 
MANY YEARS. 
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
